Ao regards ciyil prisoners, the year opened wdth 95 males only. One 
bhousanl and tw^utv-eight males and three females, or a total of 1,031 
prisoners^ a^ain^t 1,123 in 1921. were received during the year, and out 
of the toll] number 1,001 were diocbargel fioin all causes as compaied 
with 1,130 ill 1921, leaving a 1 aknee oi 122 males only at the end of 
the year. There were no dedhs among civil piisoners Their daily 
aveiagc riUinbtr wu 104, or 21 less than that of 1921. There was no 
interned prisoner in our jails at the close of the year, 

5. An unusual fcatUie of the ye^r under levietv, unknown previously 
in the history of the depatment, was the large numbei of political 
prisoners admitled mt^our jaiF. At the teginning the year non-co- 
operation wa'a rife, and miiiy arieats lor political offences were taking 
place. These political prisoners w^ere conceutraje 1 after the 4ih of January 
m the four district jails a^t Agra, Bardlly, Benares and Lucknowu It 
wa: cMiddered desirable to classify those p.isoners and locate the diffe- 
rent classes in separate jails. On the 26tb of January orders were issued 
differentiating between 1st class and 2nd cLis^ political misdemeanants 
and Lucknow District Jail wis resjerved for the confiaomeut of the 
former, while all second elas^ misdoineanaats were transferred to Fyzibad 
District Jail. The maximum niimb^-r of these two classes at the Lucknow 
District Jail were respectively 2D7 in April an I 485 in January, while at 
Fyzabad the maxi uum number^confined was 510 in the month of March. 
There were no first class misdemeaiams in this latter jail. Towards the 
end of the year the number of political prisoners diminished till there 
remained 119 first class misl ^ neanauts in the Lucknow District Jail and 
only iii^e second cUs>. mi-demean lut^ m Fyzabad and Almora District 
Jails.

prisoners received on transfer is mainly due to the f ir*t that 
S)Die jails had 1) bo emptiLd of oidimry .onuet^ lor the confine- 
ment in them oi poll mal prisoners of these pr nii es. During 
the year under report 86 tra isp*)rtatian prisoners were also received 
back from the Andamans on merlical grounds. 

Sixteen tliouscand two hundred and thirty-six prisoners, again-t 9,786 
in 1921, were transferred to other jail^. both in and ouu of the province. 

As the transportation pri-joners are not aaw deported;, coiiunns 8 B 
and 10 of this statement are blank. 

The number of prisoners release 1 on appeal show's a decrease of 
373, being 2,640 against 3,019 in the previous year. Tne deerer^e may 
) 0 attributed to the refusal of political primner:^ to iilo an appeal. Tne 
lumber of prisoners released on expiry or sentences rose from 15,555 1 1 
1921 to 15,862. 

The number of convicts released iinler die Goo I Conduct Remission 
Rules ainounted to 0,445, or 72L less than in 1921. Several prisoners, 
avho avoukl have be?n released under the Remission Rules, were released 
m July on aoaount of the special jail deliver’y, and hence the fall in the 
number of such releases. 

The number of prisoners released by order of Gcvernmenti on accomiu 
of sickness was 40 against 34 in 1921, an I of those released on other 
grounds was 5,064 again it 7,24i in the previous year. Tne number of 
prisoners released on other grounds incmdes prisoners released incoanec- 
tioo wi h the special jail delivery in July above referred to, and also a 
few non-eo-operator prisoners, who were released on tenderiag apologies. 

Thirieen prisoners, against 24 in 1921, were transferred to the 
lunatic asylums.

One hunlred and sixty prisoners, or 43 more than in 1921, were 
executed during the year. 

The deaths of convicts numbered 329, or 128 less than in 1921, Tne 
health of the convicts avill be discussal when dealing with the Vital 
Statements.

9. Juveniles. —Daring the year 124 convicts, or 23 more^ than in 1921, 
whoij 0 ages were below IG yeirs, were admitted to the jails, As the 
ease^ of all such juveniles are directly reported to Government by the 
jails Gourerned, I need not dwell on the propriety, or otherwise, of 
sending them to undergo imprisonmi^nt in jails. The increase in the 
number of admissions is, however, regrettable 

Those juvtniles who were found fit for confinement in the juvenile 
jail at Bareill}:" were sent there. The number of juvenile prisoners m 
the juvenile jail at Bareilly was 189 at the beginning ol: the year. 
Thiee hundred an 1 thirl e^n w'crc received by transfer from other j ids 
during the ytar, and 242 were discharged from all causes, leaving a 
balance of 2G0 ill the jail at tlis end of the year. The daily aveiage 
nniiiboi oi the juveniles confined in this jail was 207, against 228 m 
the previous year. There was no death luring the jmar, and the health 
of the piLoners was excellent. The number of punishmeots inflicted oa 
these prisoners was 94, against 79 in 1921 , without any flogging. Tin ir 
conduct was good throughout the year. 

As usual great attention is pul to the moral education of the boys 
and to the carrying out of phy&ical exercise parados, a- wed as in giving 
thfiii the ordinary elementary school training. These have, no doubt, a 
most beneficial effect oa their health and conduct in jail. Olasw^es ia first

prisoners are confined in the remaining five cenaal jailSj except Benares, 
where they are confined in the local district jail. 

A special jail for habitual juvenile pu^^ouers is ar)^onily needed.

The p.wceatages of the prisoners sentence 1 tO iigorous imprison- 
ment and of those sentenced to rigorous imprisoximont with solitary 
confinement show again a slight decreube as was nouioed m the previous 
year 

The figure 6*3 per cent., which represents sentences of rigorous 
irnprisonmeiit with solitary coafiaeinent, requires attention. It is a iow- 
figiire and has f rllen in recent years. It cannot be said that the condi 
tions of imprisonment in India are unduly severe on the convmts, anl 
there must be many wnose conditions of imprisonment, consideiing the 
nature of their offences against society, might w*ell be male niore 
de'^wrent. There is no doubt that solitary confinement is much disliked 
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oy lae average prisoa-r and id iindonbl.-^db; of a doteiTeiit nature, an i 
ni niy opinioii it voiiM be fi v „ry gi>od ihiiig aad tend to minimize 
eriiiieif solitary Goniiaemeat wcf'e more often added Ly M.rgi^strates 
to :m’jfceiicc3 of lig ^rou:^ iuipiisuiiment.

This is a most interesting figure well worthy of ati'mtion, and a more 
poweiful argument for iuc lafcr jdiutioii of the probation system could 
not possibly be produced. If this system were introduced iii these 
provinces, it would apparently mean that the majority of these, th it is, 
half the jail population approximately, would not c nne t3 jail at all.

The total cost <>f guarding and maintaining the prisoners was 
Es. 33,52,422 as compared with Bs. 29,42,354 in the previous year and 
Es. 27,36,657 in 1920, or an increase of Es. 4,10,0G8 over the figures 
of the year 1921. This incieaso was mainly doe to the rise in the 
number of prisoners and to the higher rales of foodstuffs pre\ailiug 
when the grain was stored for the }ear. The daily c^^verage strength of 
prisoners of all classes was 26,778, against 23,164 in the previous year. 
The total cost per head was Rs. 125-3-0 a-, compare! wdth Es. 116-14 10, 
or an increase of Rs. 8-4-2 over the figures of last year, The chief 
variations under the different heads are explained l-elow : —

The gram purchise eommi tee held aiinualiy to advise the depart- 
ment as regards purchasing grain for the year, recoiiiuieaded purchase 
for the whole year in x4.priL Prices fell suhsequeutlj’ so that this year 
the advice did not benefi.t the department. In previous years, iio\\ ever, 
great advantage had resulted irom the Committee's reconimen latious, 

Vegetables raised by convict, labour contributed to reduce the dietary 
charges by Rs. 02,872. 

22 Hospital charges —The total amount spent under this head was 
Rs, 1,00,743 as compared with Rs 1,03,290 iii 1J21, or a decrease oi 
Rs. 2,547. The average cost per held fell from Its. 4-1-8 in 1921 to 
Rs. 3-12-2 in 1922. The decrease is mainly due to the stoppage of the 
issuo of quinine for propbyla'^tic purposes. 

23. Olotfimg and bedding of prisoners — Tae total expenditure 
under tins head wa'^ Rs, 2,12,564 against} Rs. 1^84,167 in 1921, or an 
niciease of Rs. 28,397. The high prices ot wool and thread and the 
increase in prison population are entirely reapcnsible for the execs'^ 
expenditure, although evciy < ffort to exercise economy was male in the 
use and supply ot clothing to prisoners.

24. Sanitation charges, — This head shows an expenditure ot

1 
jaiA Naiiii (Allaha-'ad) and Bareilly, uud among distriut jails Morad- 
abad and Cawnporo sho\Y a large number of admissions and deaths from 
this disease. There was no very appirent cause existing in these 
jails to which the unusual prevalence of this disease com be attributed, 
but it must be rememl eied that our jaiA have been full during the 
3 var 'ohiCii teud*:! to a^grav.de lespirat-u-y diseases.

Conviota, v/ho were discovered suffer! 3g from this disease in the jails 
of these pruviiiixs aie, as far as posdble, removed to the Sultanpur 
Tuberailo-ji" Jail for segregAion and tieatment. 

The lediietioa in the number of deaths from this disease is however 
maialy due to the leleisc of pinclically all tuberculosis prisoners in 
July, 1922, but still the fad that these prisoners now receive special care 
and tr^ataiLLib, which go a l»jng way io reduce mortality, oinaotbe ovei- 
looked.

44. bio.rrhoea —The number of deaths from this disease fell from 
17 in 1921 io 11. The admissions numbered 422 agam-t 421 in the 
prey ion-, year, Ti,e r^ttio of d jatbs per mill e was 0*4agaiust 0*7 in 
1921, It should noted in this cam thet wheat wa'^ largely used 
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duririg fclie year in the diet, ^\hi^h probably accounts for the improv0« 
ment, 

45«, Malarial feia\ — The adm^ions oud deaths from this di'^ease 
Biimberecl 5,005 and II respectively, which shov/ iinproveBient when 
compared with tihe last yearns figures^ viz , 5,211 admisdcas rnfi 16 deifchs. 
The ratio of deaths per mille was 0*4? against 0^7 in '^921 In spite of 
the unusually heavy rain there were less inalaiiil fe\cr eases in oiii jails. 
It is interesting co note that no proph^vlac'ic h'sue of quinine wa^ made 
except in one or two instances. 

46. Tfc ere is a clean hill of health as regards plagncg cholera and 
relap&ing fever, which is a satisfactory feature. 

47. State'iiienf no. XVII shows ihe niortalitti among eonrids 
according to thehngth of time passed in jaih.—Thh shows that the 
ratio per mille of mortality is the highest among those convicts ^\ho 
completed their sentences above thiee but not exeetding «evca years and 
the next highest is among those who had spent not exceeding six months 
in jails. 

GENERAL. 

48. Statement no. XVIII shows the particulars regarding under* 

tri il prisoners in the jails during the year, — There were prisoneis 

of both sexes under trial at the beginning of the year, 4Hy241 or 
2, >506 more than in 1921, were received during the year, making a total 
of 46,180. Their daily average was 3,381 or 3*27 more than in the 
previous year. 

Oat of 46,180 under4ria! prisoners available for disposal, 19,306 
were r^^leased, 19,909 were convicted and sentenced, 3,832 were trans- 
ferred, 62 died, undone escaped from Dehra Dun dail during the year. 
The number in confinement at the close ot the y»^ar v'\as 3,070 or I3l 
more than that v\ith v;hich the year opened 

The death-rate per mille of under-irial prisoners was 18 ‘ 3 as compared 
with 26*1 in 1921. 

49. Statement A sJioyjS the nature and amomit of accommodation 
for each class of prisoners in the jaVs at the close of the year. — Tne 
.meomniodation for all classts of prisoners at the end of the year was 
practically the same as in the previous year, being 33,799 against 33,795 
m 1921, showing an increase of 4, which was in the Jaunpiir Distri t 
Jail, where four lunatic cells were built during the year. An averago 
number of 26,778 prisoners of all classts was confined during the year. 
As ail the accommodation available in a jail cannot be utilized to the 
fullest extent due to reservation of accommodation for sick prisoners, 
females,, juveiiileSj etc.^ overcrowding occurred occasionally at several 
jails which was, however, relieved by transferiing the excess number of 
prisoners from those jails to other jails where accominodatioii for them 
was available, 

The excess number of male under- trial prisoners was accommodated 
in the convicts' barracks, which wore temporarily utilized for this 
purpose. 

50. Statement B shows the condition of ihe prisoners discha^iged 
from the jails during the year,^ — Out of 46,306 prisoners disehargi^d 
daring the year, 11,777 or 25*43 per cent, neither lost nor gained weight, 
dU/222 or 65*27 per cent, gained weight and 4,307 or 9*30 per cent, lost 
weight,

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The percentages^ are Uiorh the -amo as those of the previous year and 
need no remarks. 

51. Statement G shows the loorhing of the remission rules.— Six 
thousand four hundred and Torty-five prisoners were released under the 
Good Conduct Ptemission Kuks during the year against 7^166 in 1921» 
The spsciil jail deliveiy of 12th July 1922, is responsible for the decrease. 

Special remission was awarded to Ss,528 prisoners, who committed no 
prison offence during the year against S 280 last year. 

Special remission was also giyeo to 1,845 prisoners of below one 
year's sentence for good work, as compared with 2,037 in 1921. These 
•were for the most pait prisoners, who wire appointed convict officials as 
special cases owing to the paucity of eligible men. 

The number of prisoners, who came unrler the remission rules but 
failed to gain any, on account of misconduct, etc., was 11. 

The remission system worked well as usual. It is much appreciated 
by prisoners and is a great incentive to good work and behaviour. 

52 , Statement D shoios the nature of crimes for which the convicts 
were imjirisoned.—A^ compared with 1921, a large increase in 
convieiions is shown under the following heads

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Re-roo^ii(j the jail and other hmildmg'^. — The work of 

reiiiodelliiig and re-roofing of va,rio'is bairi^ks is going on in tLo Fateh- 
garh Central Prison. In the Agra Centra! Prison barracks no-. 10 and 
30 w3re reroofed doring the year. 

The district jails where re-roofing uc hirraekts w a-- done aero * -- 
Lucknow, Benares, Eta^vah, Gonda and SnlUnpur. 

The tiled roof of the warders* (juarter;^ in tna di^liict jnl at iJehra 
Dnn was replac3d by sheet-iron. The warders’ <|uirtiers in tbe jiiis 
Azamgarb, Unao and Pauri and the muharrir’s quarters at G uida and 
the jailer’s quarters at Alraoia were rerooAd. The Superintendeui’s 
bungalow at the Central Jail, Agra, was thaiched. 

A number of godowns are being re-roofed. in Gonda and Parlabgarh 
District Jails, 

An eight-seated latrine was constructed at Orai. 

Warders and officials^ qmart€rs,’--th.e warders and ofnciiis* quarters 
in Fymbad, Fatehpur and Buiandshahr District Jails and in the 
central jail at Lucknow were completed during the year and money 
was allotted for the completion of these quarters at Unao and Shabja- 
hanpur District Jails. Special repairs to the warders’ quarters in the 
district jails at Bareilly, Bahraich and SuFanpur and rho jailer's 
quarters in the district jail at Allahabad were carried oat. Certrin 
additions and alceiations to the quartoro of the in^dical oMcera were 
made at Muttra and Gbazipur DLtiict Jails. At Muttra a new house 
for the jailer is being built. 

A corrugated iron verandah for one row of warders’ quarters was 
provided at Hardoi. The compUint of iiisutficient accommodation for 
the warder staff at Xaini Tai was removed by oiielooing tbe far end of 
the verandah attached to the quarters by wood work, 

The warders* quarters in the district jails at Bareilly and Budaun 
suffered heavily during the rains. In the former, temporary arrange- 
ments were made for the accommodation of these men by converting 
an unused building into three warders’ quarters., but iiothiog could be 
done in the shape of construction of new quarters at both these places 
for want of funds* 

OalloiVB.’— The work of constructing a new gallows m the Eae Bareli 
District Jail is in hand, while in the district jails at Basil and Gonda 
special repairs were done to the gallows apparatus an I platform 
respectively. 

Water-supply, —A valve of a pump in Fatehpur District Jail, a new 
pump in Buiandshahr District Jail and two water-lifts in Sifcapur 
District Jail were provide L Kepairs to the w^lls at Jhansi and Budaun 
and to the water-pipes in the Bara Banki District J ail were carried out^ 
and additions and alterations to tbe water channels at Muttra District 
Jail were made. The work of construoiiiig a tube well in the compound 
of the district jail at Aligarh was taken in hand in the previous year, 
but remained incomplete. Funds for its completion have been allotted 
during the year® The existing water-supply pipes in the district jail 
at Lucknow were renewed. 

The water pipes in the district jail at Unuo require renewal, and a 
project for the work amounting to Ks. 6,19i has been sanctioned, but 
nothing can be done till funds are provided® The sinking of a tube well 
in the district jail at Banda is emntiah B)th these works have been 
provided for in the budget for the year 192344 
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sanctioned so far owiog to finan^^iai reasons, although their pay liaj 
lately been substantially raised. 

56. Im'provemenfH in the pay and prospects offh' jaiJ ^latf — It 
is unnecessary to repeat here what was stated m piragraph 3H of year s 
report but iiiw a reply to the memorial for increased pay ha^ he n 
received to the effect that for financial reason no in^'mease ran be given. 
It is sincerely hoped that directly funis aie aviilahle, ihi5 laattrr 

be reconsidered, as there is no doubt that the pay of jail otfioia!s in the 
United Provinces is less than that given elsewhere. 

57. Indian staff, --The work of the Indian staff deserves the greitesi 
praise. In the beginning of the year a large number of non co operators 
were arrested, and a st^'ong spirit of lawlessness and opposition to 
discipline was noticed in our jiils The non«co*operator prisoners from 
the beginning did their best to incite the ordinary prisoneis to mischief 
and the greatest tact, firmness and vigilance was necessary to prevent 
outbreaks. It speaks remarkably well for the Indian jailers that in 
spite of this danger, no untoward happenings took place. 

The following four jails had particularly hard work at the begiiining 
of the year as political prisoners were confined in them, viz., Lucknow, 
Benares, Agra and Bareilly. Towards the end of Januiry it 
dacided to concentrate these political prisoners in the Lucknow and 
Fyzabad District Jails and from that time onward the .staff at each of 
these jails had very anxious and responsible duties to perlorm The 
second class misdemeanants in the Fjzabad Jail lO)k some time to 
understand the necessity of conforming to (>rder and discipline and great 
credit is due to the jailer there, Babu Situ Ram, for his sueiessfal efforts 
in bringing about order and obedience 

At Gorakhpur District Jail the staff was kept vmr bu^^v la dealioo* 
with the large number of under-trials concerned in the Chauri Cfaauia 
case. The trial cook placs in the jail and lasted for several months. 
The officers conducting it speak in the oighest terms of the ctpable 
management of the Jailer, Babu Jw^ala Pras‘id. 

Apart from what has been said above as to the conlition of the special 
jails, it must be remembered that large numbers of qiiasi-politica! prisoners 
were admitted into practically all our Jails specially about the begmning 
of 1922. It was particul irly essential to prevent these prisoners con- 
taminating the ordinary jail populati in and much praise is due to our 
Indian Jailers generally,

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It is pleasing to be able to say that after some years two Jailers in 
those provinces were awarded Indian titles for their good work during 
the year. They were Baba Shiaia Bihau Lai of Sitapur (Rai Sahib) and 
Shaikh Amanat-allah of Oawnpore (Khan Sahib) and they fnliy deserved 
them. Such recognition is a valuable incentive to good work among 
others, 

58. Ewoiwiu The work of the European subordinates was 

exeelieni}. They also had their share of responsibility caused by the 
non-co-operator prisoners as it Ijeoame necessary in certahi instances 
to confine them in central jails. During the year Benares Central Prison 

managed entirely by an Indian staff and I must again place on 
record my high appreciation of excellent work done by Bhai Ganda 
Singh, Sardar Sahib, the Jailer there. 

The following European jailers arc deserving of mention for good 
work : —

The first mentioned was awarded a gold w'atch by Government in 
recognition of his excellent work at Agra. 

59. Reserved w trdbr This guard has done well. There 

were 119 punishments out of 608 employed. Most of the punishments 
were petty fines for ordinary neglect of duty, 

60. Intra-mural guard, --Oi the total number employed, viss. 1,619 
there were 729 punishments, most of them were minor but necessary 
to enforce discipline. It may be mentioned that owing to the compara- 
tively low number of our permanent warder staff, a large number of 
extra temporary warders had to be employed for watch and ward of our 
jails. There is no doubt that when the financial position in the province 
becomes easier, the employment of these temporary warders will require 
remedying by increasing the number of our permanent staff. Another 
question has been under consideration, namely, the amalgamation of 
the reserve and intra-murai guard. As matters are at present I am 
personally very strongly against this, an 1 consider it inadvisable in 
every way, present our reserve warder guard is quite separate from 
the intra-mural, but small though it is, it is efficient and fully aware of 
its responsibility. 

61 Superintendents of central The following Siiperin- 

tendents held charge as under : — 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. E. Clements, lm.s. This officer held chaige 
of the Lucknow Jails and had a most resp<'»nsible and arduous time in 
dealing with the first class misdemeanants in his district jail. These 
prisoners were from the beginning defiant and turbulent and ready at 
every turn to cause trouble. He had them well in hand and much 
credit is due to him for enforcing law and order under most difficult 
circumstances. 

Major L M. Macrae, i.M.S., returned from long leave on the let 
October to the Bareilly Central Prison, 

^ Major C* E, Palmer, did very well at Naini (Allahabad) Central 
prison which also contains European prisoners. 
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Major G. Solroytl, I.H.s,, lield charge of the Agra Prisons thronghotit 
the year# He had to deal with many politico! prisoners in his district 
and central jails for some time and his tactful managemeat was quite 
praiseworthy, 

Mr* A. A. MacCartis, i.m.d., held charge of the Fatchgarh Jails 
thronghoat the year and cleserves great credit for making many improve- 
ments in both these jails. Mr. McGartis was confirmed as a Super- 
intendent of a Central Prison in these proviiices under orders of the 
Government of India in July lasrr(cf. 6. 0. no. 3436/ VI-— 1207, dated the 
23rd August, 1922). 

Major H. S. Harvey, i.m.D , of Benares jails was siipi ramiuated in 
September last, but his services have been retained for a further year. 
Early in the year, when political prisoners ^\ere confined in his district 
jail, this officer had a most responsible and anxious time in dealing 
with them. The greatest tact and forbearance was called for in this case. 
When he retires, the Jail departmentf ^\ill lose the valuable services of 
an experienced officer. 

Lieutenant H. B. Rosair, i.M.D , held charge of the Bareilly Centra! 
and Juvenile Jails up to 30th Septemberj 1922. He did well.

Eai Bahadur Mithan Lai, Jailer of the Juvenile Jail at Bareilly, was 
especially appointed whoietime Superintendent oi Fyzabad Jail when 
that jail was set aside for second class misdemeanants. I must speak 
in terms of the highest praise of his work at Fyzabad. His prisoners 
were of a most unruly and intractable class fully determined to defy 
discipline on every occasion. R xi Bahadur Mithan Lai dealt with 
them successfully and with great tact and deserves the greatest credit 
for Ms valuable services. He hell charge until 30th September, 1922, 
when most of these prisoners had completed their sentences. 

63. Jail Auditor, — Babu Ashiq Ali was Jail Auditor up to the 
21st October, 1922 He did useful work during his term. 

64. Aid to Discharged PrisonerB^ — Destitute prisoners were, 

as usua!^ given grants of money and clothing from this fund which is 
not sufficient to render assistance on an extensive scale, as the total 
income during the year was only Rs. 4,838-7-4. It is, however, satisfac- 
tory to be able to report that the Benares Aman Sabha has recently 
come forward with a proposal to help discharged indigent prisoners 
The suggestion has been ar^cepted by Government, and it is hoped some- 
thing may come of it. There is no doubt that eventually an effort will 
have to be made to assist discharged prisoners and it is A hopeful sign 
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thai} a beginning should be mide voluntirily as the Benares Aman 
Sibha has done. An account of the fund is given below

63. General remarks , — The year 1922 has been, I should imagine, 
one of the most trying and anxious the Jail department has ever passed 
through. Owing to the large number of non-co-operator prisoners 
admitted into our prisons at a time when a spirit of unrest and turbulence 
was very noiiceable among the ordinary prison population, muoli anxious 
consideration was given as to how best to prevent possible trouble and 
deal with the varying situations as they arose. That the Jail depart- 
ment in these provinces succeeded in carrying on without riot and 
bloodshed during the year is, as I think will be admitted, a most credit- 
able performance and speaks remarkably well for the general standard 
of vigilance and tact shown by the officials in charge, Lucknow^ and 
Fyzabad eventually took all the first and second class misdemeanaots, 
but there remained in all jails numbers of quasi-political ofienders, who 
did their level best to promote mischief and that they failed in this 
large province, speaks volumes for the vigilance and devotion to duty 
of our staff generally. 

The Indian Jails Committee in their report recommended the revision 
of sentences in the case of long-term casual and habitual prisoners. 
Effect was given to this by Government Resolution no. 3144/ VI — 1133, 
dated the 3rd August, 1922, which orders that such boards should meet 
twice a year at each central prison, for this purpose, The boards have 
been completed for the first timi* this year, with the result that out of 
IJ 1 loBg-term prisoners brought before the boards 379 were 
released. 

Another matter referred to in the Jails Committee Report is the 
frequency of the imposition of fetters on prisoners in our jails* A 
large reduction in the numb er of fettered prisoners has been 1 ronght 
about by abolishing fetter"^ in outside gangs io all central jails and 
rem fetters from convict night-watchmen employed in outside 

gaog*^ in District Jails, This procedure has not led to any escapes and 
i-, well reported on by Supeiintendents. It is under consideration 
wheulier the privilege of working unfetteied should be extendel to 
outside gan gs in district jails also. 

Effect has bean given to the Jails Oommitiee's recommendations 
regarding a more liberal system of interviews and letters for convicts 
with their relatives and friends. The period is now once in three months 
for an ordinary convict. It used to be once in six months. There are 
other concessions also of this nature as laid down in the Jail Manual, 

The jail committee report chapter XIII recommends the concentra- 
tion of mentally defective prisoners in a separate institution. Effect has 
been given to this and these prisoness are now sent to the Agra District 
Jails 
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There ito now m diese provinces an association rf jul officials, ifs 
formatioii has been sanctioned during the year by Go vein meat t 5 
G. 0. no. 1972/VI-y — 7-124S, dated the ilth August 1922, in accordance 
with the rules on the subject The Uibociatioii lo useful and popuhir 
among the officials. 

G6, Head Oj^ee. — Two causes have ai isen ims year, which have 
inci eased vei} much the work in the Head Office. The first is politic u 
prisoners and the second is the large amount of corre’^pondence that 1 us 
arisen in eonnection wuth the Jail Committee Recommendations. Tho 
gieatest credit is due to the stafi fur the capable and expeditious w ly 
ill which this heavy work has been dealt with. My Head Assistant, 
Thcikur Shudii Singh, deserves special iw ntiou lor uis o.^pable inaiiage- 
meat of the office, and has dealt with inach muicate wmrk in a must 
capable and efficient manner. The Head Clerk, Babu Satis Chandra E iv, 
also deserves mention for his excellent an! painsiaking work.

RESOLUTION. 

Read —

Obseevations. — The general summary again shows a 
substantial increase in the total number of prisoners of aH 
classes admitted to the Jails of the United Provinces. In 19-20 
the number was 77.593, in 1921 it was 83,743, and in 1922 ic 
rose to 94,9-38. These figures, however, which are based on 
the admissions to each separate jail do not indicate accurate- 
ly the actual number of prisoners, since many are included 
twice over, as for instance those who are admitted first a& 
undertrials and subsequently as convicts and those who are 
transferred from one jail to another. The total number of 
undertrial prisoners admitted was 43',241 as against 41,63-5 iu 
1921. Of these 19,306 were released* The actual number 
of persons imprisoned as convicts during the year was 34,171 
as against 31,786 in 1921. The increase is to be ascribed 
partly to convictions for political offences, but mainly to a 
substantial increase in the number of persons imprisoned for 
failure to find security under the preventive sections of the 
Criminal Procedure Code. These numbered 4,908 in 1921 and 
6,948 in 1922. Convictions for the more ordinary crimes were 
fewer than in 1921. Thus the number of convictions for theft 
fell from 5,098 to 4,809, and for house-breaking from 3,550 
to 2,998. Convictions for dacoity, however, rose from 1,187 to 
1,248. The daily average jail population, including prisoners 
of all classes, rose progressively from 24,806 in. January to 
28,046 in June. Owing to a jail delivery in July the average 
fell to 26,389 in that month, but again rose to 28,293 in 
October. There was a slight decrease in the last two months 
of the year. 

2. The year 1922 was the first in which no prisoners at 
all were transported to the Andamans. In 1920 -out of 443 
persons sentenced to transportation 403 were actually 
deported and in 1921, during which year deportation was dis- 
ooutinueda only 92 out of 393 were deported. In 1922 the 
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number sentenced to transportation was 390. and all of these 
had to bo retained in the jails of the United Provinces. 
The actual number is comparatively small, but the annual 
addition of between 300 and 400 long-term prisoners, who 
nreviously would have been deported and who may be expected 
to include a large proportion of dacoits and other dangerous 
criminals, will ultimately have an important effect on jail 
administration. 

3. The outstanding feature of the year was the large 

number of political prisoners -dealt with. At the beginning of 
the year the District Jails of Lucknow, Benares, Bareilly and 
Agra were set aside for them and a considerable proportion of 
them received special treatment. From January 26th the 
Lucknow District Jail alono was reserved for this purpose, 
while the Pyzabad District Jail was set aside for the accommo- 
dation of a group of prisoners classified as “ second class misde- 
meanants.” These consisted of prisoners who had been 

accorded some measure of special treatment, but who wore not 
considered either on account of their status or from the nature 
of their ofiences to merit treatment as • “ first class misdemea- 
nants.” The difficulty of dealing with these prisoners, who 
at one time numbered over 500, necessitated ohe appointment 
for a few months of a whole-time Superintendent of the Fyz- 
abad District Jail. After the initial classification, however, no 
more prisoners were admitted to this class, which by the 
end of the year had practically disappeared. All other 
X^risoners who were not classified as first class misdemeanant 
were sent to serve out their sentences as ordinary prisoners, 
A further change in the system of classification took place 
with the creation in October of the “special division,” 
admission to which is strictly regulated and depends not 
only on the status of tho xsrisoner but also on the nature of 
the offence. An important distinction is that it is not confined 
to prisoners convicted of “ political ” offences. 

4. Ten x’risoners escaped during tho year, including a 
notorious daooit, Kqmal, who escaped from the Gorakhpur 
jail. He was aided and accompanied by a convict warder and 
their escape was facilitated by a convict overseer on duty 
outside. 

6. The Inspector-General diaws attention to the high 
percentage of convicts who were sentenced to short terms of 
imprisonment. Those sentenced to terms not exceeding one 
month numbered 5,141 or 15*09 per cent, of the whole, while 
those sentenced to terms between one month and three 
months and those sentenced to terms between throe months

aad sis moafcbs nnmbered 6,322 ( 18’56 per cent.) aad 5,337 
(16‘06 per cent.)- _ Thus a little less than oae-half of the total 
number of convict prisoners admitted during the year vrere 
under sentence of short terms of imprisonment. This is a 
slight improvement on the percentage for the previous year 
(54*14 per cent.), but the number is still considerable and it is 
again necessary to draw attention to the desirability of avoid- 
ing as far as possible sentences for short terms of imprison- 
ment, the deterrent and reformative value of which is question- 
able. The recent amendment of seetiou 562, Criminal Proce- 
dure Code, may lead to some improvement and the possibility 
of further extending the probation system is receiving the 
attention of the Government. 

6. The cost of guarding and maintaining prisoners was 
Rs. 33,52,423 or Rs. 4,10,068 more than in the previous year. 
Some increase was inevitable, in view of the increase in the 
number of prisoners, but at the same time the cost per head 
rose from Es. 116 to Rs. 125. The greater part (/f the in- 
creased cost was due to heavier dietary charges. Over Es. 3 
lakhs of the total increase was under this head and the 
cost of feeding a single prisoner rose from Rs. 60-2-0 tc 
Rs. 67-14-8. 

7. The death-rate for the year was only 14*6 per inille. 
which compares favourably with the rate of 21*4 per mille in 
1921. The number of deaths was 391, of which 110 were due 
to pneumonia, 46 to tuberculosis, 37 to dysentery and 21 to 
influenza. 

8. Little progress has bean possible in introducing the 
reforms recommended by the Indian Jails Committee, as mos*- 
of thorn involve heavy expenditure, which under present finan- 
cial conditions it is impossible to undertake. Effect, however, 
has been given to several of the Committee’s recommendations 
which involve no additional expenditure. Among these may 
be mentioned the appointment of non-official visitors to 
District Jails, the constitution of Boards to revise the sen- 
tences of long-term prisoners, and the restriction ©f the use of 
fetters. 

9. The Governor in Council acknowledges with gratitude 
the services of the Superintendents and members of the sub- 
ordinate staff, who have been specially mentioned by the 
Inspector-General. On soma of them the presence in jail of a 
large number of political and quasi-pohtical prisouers imposed 
a very severe strain and the task of jail administration was 
carried on under conditions of unusual difficulty.
